“We've got to proceed on 
the possibility that he has left 
the island,” said Webb Burke, 
agent-in-charge. 

Consequently, all-points 
bulletins were sent to the Na- 
tion’s police departments car- 
rying a description of Bur 
gett, perhaps the. first man to 
escape from Alcatraz. 

STORY DENIED

partner in the escape, Clyde 
Johnson, had changed his 
story and said he last saw Bur- 
gett swimming away in the 
fog.

A $67 million Federally- 
and State-financed West- 
ern freeway with twin 
miledong tunnels beqeath 
Sunset Heights was pro- 
posed yesterday in a $45,- 
000 study ordered by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

The long tunnels, ex- 
tending from St. Francis 
Circle to the 0 Laguna Hon- 
da reservoir, would make 
it possible to follow the 
best traffic route with 
minimum property dam- 
age, the report said. 

An earlier city proposal, 
which met wit>- angry oppo- 
sition two years ago in the 
Sunset District, called for 
tunnels only 3700' feet in 
length. Part of the freeway 
would have been built in an 
open cut in the West Portal 
District under that plan. 

The earlier plan, proposed 
by the State Division of High- 
ways, would have cost an es- 
timated $01.2 million— ap- 
proximately $5 million less 
than yesterday’s proposal. 

The cheapest of various al- 
ternatives included in yester- 
day’s study would be either of 
two possible routes utilizing 
Sunset boulevard — only $41 
million. But the study '■eject- 
ed these as impractical. 

The six-lane freeway is de- 
signed to provide a fast route 
free of traffic lights from the

5 Big Fires

Five major forest, or . 
brush fires and the ominous £ 
forecast of continued dry - 
weather with northeasterly 
winds kept nearly 1000 men 
on fire lines of the State Di- 
vision of Forestry in North- 
ern California yesterday. 

Nearly a dozen other fires 
had been brought under eon- 
trol, including a 6060- 
acre brush fire 30 mi.es 
west of Modesto, "but we still 
have men watching all of 
them,” the State Division of 
Forestry fire dispatcher’s of- 
fice in Sacramento reported. 

The 1000 firefighters, were 
using 250 pieces of mobile 
equipment late last night to 
battle these blazes: 

A grass and brush fire 
that had spread over 1500 
acres, two miles east of- Mc- 
Cann in Humboldt county, 
last reported only 50 per cent 
controlled. 

A timber and brush fire 
covering 650 acres five miles 
south of Petrola, in Humboldt 
county, last reported 90 per 
cent controlled. 

A 1500-acre fire in brush 
and slash timberland six 
miles southeast of Ferndale, 
HumbolJt county, last re- 
ported 95 per cent con- 
trolled. 

A 500-acre brush and tim- 
ber fire one mile west of 
Bull Creek, Humboldt coun- 
ty, last reported 95 per cent 
controlled. 

A 240-acre timber fire five 
miles east of Manchester, 
Mendocino county, last re- 
ported 75 per cent controlled.
